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CounciFs last act 
would not be good 
epitaph for Vale 


T he decision by 
the Vale 
planning 
committee on the 
Redrow development 
in Colwinston is 
perverse, as it totally 
ignores numerous 
planning rules and 
regulations 
introduced by the 
Welsh Government 
and the Vale Council 
themselves, in order 
to avoid unsuitable 
planning applications 
being approved. 

Evidence was 
provided about the 
unsuitability of the site 
due to flooding, 
sewerage, drainage, 
highway infrastructure 
and the proximity of the 
local primary school, 
which adds an element 
of road safety to the 
plan. 

The report prepared 
by the case officer was 
heavily slanted in favour 
of the application 
throughout, and one can 
only assume that the 
major influences on this 
decision were: 

1. A comment made 
by the Leader of the 
Council that “The rural 
Vale must bear the bulk 
of development in the 


future” - despite this 
comment contradicting a 
report produced by his 
own council that clearly 
shows the area around 
Barry, Penarth and the 
coast is in desperate 
need of new homes. 

2. The large amounts 
of money available from 
the developer whose 
application is successful 
at a time of cutbacks in 
local government 
spending. 

3. The fear that a 
successful appeal by a 
developer against a 
refusal will have serious 
cost implications for the 
council. 

This decision, if left 
unchallenged by the 
Welsh Government, will 
result in the destruction 
of a small rural 
community that has 
developed slowly over 
900 years. 

It is known that the 
Vale Council will cease 
to exist in the 
foreseeable future and I 
regret that the legacy of 
this council could well 
be the rape of the rural 
Vale and its 
communities - not a 
good epitaph for those 
involved.

A severely disabled woman 
from Llantwit Major says she 
was deeply touched by the 
“wonderful kindness” shown 
to her when she was in the 
town centre last week. 

Penny McVittie (44) a native of 
Llantwit, enjoys regular visits to the 
shopping area, but last week had to 
contend with stormy weather and 
concerns about whether she would 
fall over. 

She explained: “Although I’m 
severely disabled, I very much look 
forward to going into Llantwit Major 
in my wheelchair or on crutches. 

“This is no easy task at any time, 
but last week the driving rain and 
high winds were making it even more 
difficult than usual. 

“As I left Nat West Bank on 
crutches, the weather made it very 
hard for me to cross the road.” 

But Penny need not have worried - 
local people were keen to lend a 
supportive hand. 

“I was so touched when one of the 
lovely bank staff hurriedly pulled on 
her coat to help me make it safely 
across. 

“As we reached the other side of 
the road, a lovely elderly man called 
Gordon took over, helping to steer me 
toward the local chemist shop. 

“Along the way, we were joined by 
yet another kind person - a lady in a 
pink coat - who helped guide me 
safely into the chemist. 

“This wonderful display of 
kindness didn’t stop there! Two 
assistants from the chemist insisted 
on helping me toward my taxi, even 
as the kind driver from Heritage Cars 
met us at the shop door. 


“I was overwhelmed by the 
kindness and want to thank each of 
them for helping me on that 
dreadfully windy and wet day. I am 
so glad I live in a town full of such 
lovely, kind people.” 

Penny said the generosity of spirit 
she experienced is not universally 
offered elsewhere to people with 
disabilities. 

In her opinion, Britain is a good 
place for a disabled person to live, 
but she has found people in large 
cities such as London and New York 
less sympathetic. 

“My neighbours are helpful too - I 
feel safe in this community. I do fall 
over sometimes, so it is important to 
know help is at hand.” 

Despite her problems Penny has a 
very positive attitude to life - 
something she attributes to Buddhism 
and meditation. 

One of the great pleasures of her 
life is gardening. 

“The happiness of gardening is 
forgetting about your problems. It is 
very therapeutic. I belong to Thrive, a 
charity that encourages people with 
poor health to get involved in 
horticulture. It has been amazing for 
me.” 

Penny has devoted a lot of time to 
voluntary work over the years - the 
Amelia Trust, Cubs and Thrive - and 
is thrilled to have been invited up to 
Buckingham Palace for a garden 
party this spring in recognition of her 
service. 


ChurchilFs funeral... 

...and how Jim stepped 
into the pages of history

LAST week the 
nation 
commemorated the 
50th anniversary of 
Winston Churchill’s 
state funeral, and 
for a man in 
Llantwit Major who 
was part of the 
guard of honour it 
brought memories 
flooding back. 

Jim Muir, who works 
for the town council, was 
17-years-old on that 
chilly January day in 
1965. 

“I’d joined the RAF at 
the age of 15 years and 
eight months - my 
parents had had to sign a 
release form. 

“At the time of the 
funeral I was stationed at 
RAF B inbrook in 
Lincolnshire. I was part 
of the guard of honour - 
in case of ceremonial 
events such as a royal 
visit.” 

Winston Churchill 
died on Sunday, January 
24, 1965, at his home in 


London following a 
stroke. By royal decree, 
his body lay in state for 
three days at 
Westminster Hall and a 
state funeral followed on 
January 30 at St Paul’s 
Cathedral. 

Word came through to 
B inbrook that its 
servicemen would be 
needed at his funeral - 
the first RAF guard of 
honour to be invited. 

Jim and his colleagues 
had to travel down to 
Woolwich, Arsenal, to 
train with the Army in 
readiness for the 
momentous day. 

“When we got on the 
coach to travel down to 
London, they said two of 
us didn’t have to go. No 
one stepped off. That’s 
how much it meant. 

“On the day of the 
funeral it was freezing. 
We were just outside St 
Paul’s next to the Army 
and facing the route. 

“We held our rifles 


‘rest on your arms 
reversed’ with the rifle 
muzzle on your toe and 
hands on the top of the 
rifle butt. We bowed our 
heads as the cortege 
passed. There were huge 
crowds and it was a great 
honour.” 

The base at RAF 
Binbrook got a day off as 
a thank you! 

Jim, who left the RAF 
in 2006, has been able to 
tell his grandson about 
the day he stepped into 
the pages of history. 

Ben, aged 18, is a 
member of the guard of 
honour at Arborfield the 
regimental headquarters 
of ‘REME’ - the Royal 
Electrical and 

Mechanical Engineers of 
the British Army. 

Winston Churchill 
was buried in a family 
plot at St Martin’s 
Church, Bladon, a mile 
from Blenheim Palace 
where he was born.

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Golfer claimed 
he could walk

A GOLFER 
claimed more than 
£26,000 in state 
benefits after 
indicating that he 
could walk only 50 
metres in lO-to-15 
minutes because of 
a medical condition, 
according to the 
prosecution 
allegations. 

But, Cardiff Crown 
Court heard prosecutor 
Stuart McLeese say that 
investigators from the 
Department of Work and 
Pensions, carried out a 
surveillance operation 
on 56-year-old Alan 
Bannister at St Andrew’s 
Major Golf Club, Barry, 
where he was seen to 
play a 5,400 metre 
course in four-and-a-half 
hours. 

This, said prosecutor 
Stuart McLeese was at 
odds with what he had 
told the authorities. 

Bannister, of Barry 
Road, Barry, had won 
the club championship 
in 2006 and other 
tournaments, and with a 
handicap of 6 to 7, was 
described as “a pretty 
good golfer”. 

Bannister pleaded not 
guilty to failing to 
disclose information and

obtaining money 

transfers of £26,090 by 
deception between 
October 2004 and July 
2012. 

Mr McLeese alleged 
he made dishonest 
representations to obtain 
a disability living 
allowance concerning 
the extent of his 
disability and failed to 
notify the department of 
these things to access 
benefits. 

He suffered, said Mr 
McLeese, from 

ankylosing spondylitis 
and this was not in 
dispute, but he failed to 
record the full effects of 
this when filling in claim 
forms. 

In May 2007, he said 
he could only walk 50 
metres and it took 10-15 
minutes. This effect on 
him was seven days a 
week, causing him such 
severe discomfort that 
sometimes his wife had 
to put on his shoes and 
shirt, and he had 
problems opening cans 
and peeling potatoes. 

Over the years, it was 
alleged, his allowances 
were increased and he 


once claimed he had to 
use a walking stick. 

But, alleged Mr 
McLeese, he had not 
indicated the true 
position. 

The DWP received an 
anonymous call and 
began an investigation 
when they discovered he 
was a member of St 
Andrews Major Golf 
Club. 

On July 12, a 
surveillance was carried 
out in secret at the club 
and it was claimed he 
played the course in 
four-and-a-half hours. 

It was claimed by the 
prosecution that he 
played competitive golf 
and once played five 
days in a row. 

Mr McLeese said he 
was interviewed by the 
DWP in July 2012 and 
admitted he had to report 
any change in his 
circumstances, but he 
said at the time that his 
condition was “prone to 
flare ups” and he would 
only play after taking 
medication. 

The jury was shown a 
video of him playing 
golf on the first tee and 
approaching the 18th 
green. 

The case continues.

AN ambitious play 
that attempts to 
combine two major 
local stories opens 
this month in 
Cardiff, inspired by 
the life story of 
rugby great Gareth 
Thomas. 

The National Theatre 
Wales production. 
Crouch, Touch, Pause, 
Engage, opens in the 
Sherman Theatre on 
February 23, before 
going on tour around 
Wales, concluding at the 
Sony Theatre in 
Bridgend College. 

In the cast is a 
Bridgend girl, Katie 
Elin-Salt, who was one 
of the star performers in 
the Bridgend Youth 
Theatre before 
embarking on a career in 
TV and the theatre. 

The new play 
combines two elements: 
The torment that Gareth 
Thomas went through 
before deciding to come 
out as gay in the macho 
world of rugby, and the 
way that his home town 
of Bridgend was 
portrayed in 2008 when 
it was branded the 
‘suicide capital’ of the 
world. 

It was a subject that 
Gareth Thomas spoke 
passionately about in 
Cowbridge in October 
when he launched his 
autobiography Proud: 
My Story. He told the 
audience; “I was 
approached to do a play 
about my story, but I felt 
that I had put everything 
I felt and thought into 
the book”. 

He went on to explain 
how he had always been 
so proud of his home 
town, and that making 
his debut in the blue and 
white of Bridgend had 
been, at the time, the 
summit of his ambitions. 

He said: “I was a 
postman at the time and 
just walking around, and

having people stop me 
and ask me about the 
game was wonderful.” 

Being part of 
Bridgend was special, 
but that all changed in 
2008.

“documentary verbatim” 
has been put together by 
writer Robin Soans for 
the Out of Joint theatre 
company, and is based 
on interviews with 
people affected by the 


suicides. 

The veteran London 
producer. Max Stafford- 
Clark, was keen to direct 
the show, hence the 
rehearsals taking place 
in London. 

The cast will soon be 
in Cardiff, putting the 
final touches to the 
show. Previews start on 
February 19. 

The final venue in 
Wales is in March 26 
and March 28, in 
Bridgend itself, at the 
Sony Theatre in 
Bridgend College. 

However, that is not 
the end, as the show 
then goes on tour around 
England during the 
months of April and 
May!

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Rapid rethink for Network Rail 
over St Bride’s bridge closure

FURIOUS protests 
from local 
businesses and 
villagers in St 
Bride’s Major have 
prompted Network 
Rail into a rapid 
rethink of plans to 
close a bridge for 
five months while 
repairs take place. 

In a statement, a 
Network Rail 
spokesperson said: 
“Following concerns 
raised by the local 
community, MP and 
AM regarding our plans 
to replace St Brides 
Road Bridge, Ewenny, 
we are reviewing our 
work programme to 
investigate 

opportunities to reduce 
the overall time the 
bridge is closed”. 

Last week, the GEM 
spoke to Mark Lewis, 
the landlord of the Fox 
and Hounds, and Sam 
Smith, who runs the 
Mace shop and post 
office, and both were 
horrified at the 
prospects of surviving 
for five months without 
passing trade. 

Neither disputed the 
necessity of the work, 
but they were dismayed 
at the lack of 
consultation, and very 
worried that Network 
Rail did not appear to 
have considered the 
question of 
compensation. 

Work was due to start 
this week - closing the 
road - but that has not 
happened. 

The Network Rail 
spokesperson added: 
“We hope to confirm 
the road closure as soon 
as possible. In the

meantime, the bridge is 
open to traffic.” 

Last week. Vale AM 
Jane Hutt and Vale MP 
Alun Cairns both came 
along to meet villagers, 
and they took up their 
case immediately. 

Jane Hutt called for 
minimum closures of 
the road and 
compensation for 
businesses affected. 

She was joined by 
Coun Chris Elmore, 
who is Labour’s 
parliamentary candidate 
in the Vale, who said he 
would be liaising 
directly with the Vale 
Council to emphasise 
the need for support for 
the local businesses and 
services, such as the 
school. 

Alun Cairns called 
for the postponement of 
the project after meeting 
with Network Rail in 
Westminster, and the 
community in Ewenny 
and St Brides Major. 

During the meeting 
with Network Rail, Mr 
Cairns said that the 
local community had 
not been sufficiently 
advised of plans, with 
little or no signage 
surrounding the area, 
and a very short notice 
period. He said that the 


five month period of 
closure was 
unacceptable to local 
businesses and the 
village. 

Jane Hutt said that 
residents had voiced 
concerns about the 
impact on St Brides 
Major of the lorries 
needing to get to and 
from the quarries. 

She also met 
Network Rail chiefs, 
saying: “I will be 
pressing for support for 
St Brides Major village 
on all fronts”. 

Mr Cairns said he 
had contacted Wales 
and West Utilities, 
Arriva Trains, building 
contractor Balfour 
Beatty and the Vale 
Council to request that 
the new bridge scheme 
timings be reassessed. 

He said: “I am so 
angry that the 
communities in and 
around Ewenny and St 
Brides Major are facing 
such an enormous 
period of disruption 
with so little 
consultation. 

“Giving a community 
just a few weeks’ notice 
of such a major 
infrastructure project is 
completely 
unacceptable, and I 


have asked Network 
Rail to review their 
procedures and working 
practices for future 
projects”. 

The Vale Council is 
also involved in the 
project. Its operational 
manager for highways, 
Michael Clogg, said: 
“The new bridge design 
will not only ensure 
future access along the 
B4265, but will provide 
a significant 
improvement by 
eliminating the existing 
single-lane restriction 
over the railway and 
increasing its load 
carrying capacity, 
enabling it to support 
two lanes of traffic and 
a pedestrian footway. 

“This will offer 
significant advantages 
to the travelling public, 
residents, and 
businesses in the area 
by both reducing 
journey times and 
improving highway 
safety. 

“During any road 
closure a diversionary 
route will be clearly 
signposted to ensure 
disruption is kept to a 
minimum. 

“The council is 
working to ensure that 
the diversion route

Mark Lewis of the 
Fox and Hounds was 
very pleased with the 
news. He said: “The Six 
Nations is a very busy 
time for us, so this is 
really good news for 
us.” 

Jane Hutt said: 
“Businesses in St. 
Brides Major rely on 


the through traffic 
customers and the 
disruption for the school 
will also be significant. 

“Minimising 
temporary closures will 
be vital and 
compensation for loss 
of business must be 
considered. I therefore 
welcome this 
announcement and hope 
that a positive way 
forward can be found”. 

Alun Cairns said: “I 
am pleased that 
Network Rail will delay 
the closure. I expect the 


time for this project to 
be significantly 
reduced, and have 
written to all parties 
involved on behalf of 
residents to express the 
strength of feeling on 
the matter. 

“The postponement 
gives the community 
time to make plans for 
the closure, and I will 
continue to work with 
Network Rail on a daily 
basis to minimise the 
disruption for the 
communities 
surrounding the bridge”.

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Council 
bans sky 
lanterns 


THE Vale Council 
has become the 
seventh authority in 
Wales to agree a 
ban on sky lanterns. 

The ban applies to the 
release of sky lanterns 
from all council-owned 
land, including schools, 
and would also apply to 
events organised by third 
parties held on council 
property. 

Coun Neil Moore, 
Leader of the council, 
said: “As well as posing 
a significant fire hazard 
and being a form of 
litter, the lanterns pose a 
real danger to pets, wild 
animals and livestock 
that may ingest the 
remains after they fall to 
ground. 

“It is for these reasons 
that I am very happy to 
announce that we have 


taken the decision to ban 
the use of sky lanterns on 
all council land.” 

RSPCA Cymru’s 
public affairs manager, 
Chris O’Brien, said: 
“This is great news for 
local wildlife, livestock 
and other animals. 

“We’re delighted to 
work closely with Vale 
Council in the interests 
of animal welfare, and 
welcome that they have 
taken this important step, 
meaning almost a third 
of local authorities in 
Wales have acted against 
the use of sky lanterns.” 

The Vale Council now 
joins Cardiff, Caerphilly, 
Carmarthenshire, 
Conwy, Neath Port 
Talbot and 

Pembrokeshire in 

introducing a ban.

FRACKING 


T his week, I have been 

speaking at a conference in 
Cardiff about our Wales 
Infrastructure Investment Plan and 
its links to ‘green growth’ - which 
is a crucial aspect of our 
commitment to sustainable 
development in Wales. 

The Europe 2020 ten-year growth 
strategy has green growth at its heart and 
the funding we get from the European 
Union is predicated on moving towards 
green growth and low carbon economies. 

In Wales we are already undertaking 
considerable ‘green investment’ in both the 
private and public sectors. Sustainable waste 
management is just one example. 

Since 2009, the Welsh Government has 
facilitated the procurement of waste 
treatment infrastructure by local authorities 
to enable Wales to meet its EU waste 
diversion targets and national statutory 


recycling targets. 

The investment has been through two 
programmes - the food and organic waste 
programme and the residual waste 
programme. Already, these have secured 
significant economies of scale and savings 
against future costs, amounting to over £5.5 
million on food waste and over £500 million 
on the residual waste programme. 

Congratulations to the Vale of Glamorgan 
Council for their significant achievements in 
driving forward their recycling policies 
resulting in higher recycling and helping to 
create a green Wales economy. 

At a recent visit to St Brides Major 
School with cabinet member for schools, 
Coun Chris Elmore, we talked to pupils who 
had been recognised that week for 
championing the schools eco rules and their 
commitment to protecting the environment 
was clear. 

I am also responsible for the Welsh 
Government ‘Invest to Save’ fund, which 
provides interest-free loans to support 


projects in the public sector, with a ring- 
fenced allocation for projects which help 
Wales achieve our carbon reduction targets. 

The introduction of energy-saving 
efficiencies, such as LED lighting in the 
Children’s Hospital is saving money to put 
to the front line in our NHS in Wales. 

Our prospectus for Green Growth in 
Wales sets out how in Wales we offer a 
unique wealth of natural resources 
combined with significant investment in our 
infrastructure in resource efficiency, 
renewable energy generation and waste 
products. 

In our Budget for 2015-16,1 have also 
committed £5 million to provide practical 
and technical support for Green Growth 
projects, particularly in the public sector. 

Alongside this drive towards Green 
Growth in Wales we have a number 
of developments we are supporting 
such as the exciting Tidal Lagoons 
Project in Swansea Bay, and our focus 
on Marine Energy is reflected in our 


The Llansannor LAMBS hear 
tales of the Bridgend arsenal 


AN audience of over 30 local 
people was in Llansannor 
Community Hall on January 27 
for an event organised by the 
LAMBS local history group: an 
illustrated talk by Michael Clubb 
on Bridgend arsenal, a major 
Royal Ordnance factory during 
the Second World War. 

A former history teacher at Brynteg 
School, Mr Cluhh has published a 
hook on the arsenal. 

The speaker delivered a highly 


informative and entertaining talk 
recounting the extraordinary story of 
what was the largest war factory in 
Britain. 

Little trace of the factory now 
remains although the South Wales 
Police building was once the arsenal 
HQ. 

The factory employed over 30,000 
people who came from all parts of 
Glamorgan every day by train and by 
bus. Mr Clubb’s amusing anecdotes 
about individual staff personalities 
vividly brought the factory back to 


life. 

The arsenal was a hlling factory 
that dealt with volatile and dangerous 
materials. Inevitably there were 
explosions: some died, others were 
terribly injured, but, as Mr Clubb 
said, for most employees the 
experience was enjoyable and even 
liberating. 

The talk was enthusiastically 
received, and Jim Duffield thanked the 
speaker on behalf of the LAMBS 
group for providing such a stimulating 
evening. MB 


Wales/Ireland Programme which has just 
received approval for a new £80million 
round of funding over the next phase of EU 
support.

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Health worker thanked after tending 
to the injured after collision on M4 


AN off-duty health worker has been 
thanked for her actions tending the 
injured at the scene of a serious 
crash on the M4 on January 24. 

Sue Salvatore-Davies was on her way to 
the Midlands when she saw the multiple- 
vehicle collision ahead of her. 

The senior healthcare support worker at 
Morriston Hospital’s Ty Olwen hospice 
immediately pulled over to see what she 
could do to help. 

Sue looked after the injured until the 
emergency services arrived - remaining on 
the scene for more than three hours. 

The incident, which happened on the 
motorway near Cardiff, involved a coach and 
four cars. 

It resulted in 28 people being taken to 
different hospitals - almost half of them going 


to Princess of Wales Hospital in Bridgend. 

Fortunately, there were no life-threatening 
injuries, but there was considerable traffic 
disruption. 

Sue, who was travelling from her 
Porthcawl home to visit her father in 
Coventry, said: “I couldn’t just drive past 
knowing people were injured. 

“There was a lady in a crushed car. I went 
straight across to her. She was semi-conscious 
and I was there with her, along with an off- 
duty fireman. 

“I was trying to get her to do breathing 
exercises and asking her name to keep her 
conscious. 

“Someone said there were a lot of people 
on the bus so, once I knew the lady was okay, 
I went on the bus. 

“There were people all over the bus - in the 
aisles because they had been thrown out of 


their seats. They were injured. A lot of them 
had neck injuries with whiplash. They were 
all pensioners. 

“I wrote down the numbers and did a quick 
recce of what was wrong. 

“I couldn’t get to the back of the bus, so I 
went outside and in again through the 
emergency door. The people in the back were 
injured, too.” 

Drawing on her years of healthcare 
experience. Sue calmed the injured 
pensioners, administered basic first aid and 
got blankets and coats for those who needed 
them. 

When medics arrived, she was able to tell 
them which passengers were the most 
seriously injured. 

Sue also helped the paramedics get the 
casualties from the bus using stretchers and 
chairs. She didn’t leave until the last 


passenger was safely taken from the coach - 
more than three hours later. 

After that, she continued on her journey to 
Coventry. 

The bus company has since publicly 
thanked all those who helped in the aftermath 
of the crash. 

Sue, a district healthcare support worker 
with Marie Curie for 17 years, has been with 
the hospital palliative care team, based in Ty 
Olwen, for the last three and a half years. 

She said: “The bus company owner rang 
me up and said he wanted to thank me for 
what I did for the passengers. 

“He said they had been asking him about 
who the nice lady on the bus was. 

“Because I’m in specialist palliative care, I 
speak to patients and families, so I was able to 
talk to them and calm them down.”

Paul Thomas Anderson’s Inherent Vice is 
eccentric, rambling and highly enjoyable

that Joaquin 
Phoenix was set to 
retire from acting 
in 2008, it seemed 
a shame that one of 
the most talented 
and watchable 
actors of his 
generation was 
leaving the world 
of film behind. 

It later turned out to 
be a ruse cooked up to 
promote mockumentary 
I’m Still Here, which 
meant that Phoenix 
wasn’t turning his back 
on his profession. 

Since then, Phoenix 
has top lined Spike 
Jonze’s clever tech- 
love story Her, and 
found himself Oscar- 
nominated for his role 
opposite the later Philip 
Seymour Hoffman in 
Paul Thomas 
Anderson’s The 
Master, and he teams 
up with Anderson again 


for Thomas Pynchon’s 
adaptation, Inherent 
Vice. 

Phoenix plays 
private detective Larry 
‘Doc’ Sportello, who 
gets caught up in the 
troubles of his ex¬ 
girlfriend Shasta 
(Katherine Waterston). 
Her love, tycoon 
Mickey Wolfmann 
(Eric Roberts), has a 
wife who may be 
plotting to commit him 
to a mental hospital, 
and when Mickey and 
Shasta both disappear. 
Doc has to use his 
investigative powers to 
solve the case... 

Clocking in at just 
just shy of two and a 
half hours, Paul 
Thomas Anderson’s 
stab at bringing 
Thomas Pynchon’s 
dense and complex 
Inherent Vice to the big 
screen certainly doesn’t 
rush itself; yet the 
shaggy dog nature of 
the story doesn’t create 
a film that is 
necessarily needing 


such a luxurious run 
time. 

Consequently, how 
you respond to Inherent 
Vice will depend on 
your feelings towards 
Anderson as a 
writer/director, the 
classy, quality cast and 
how much of the 
eccentric nature of the 
story you can handle. 

Being a huge fan of 
Anderson means that 
certain elements of the 
film pass without overt 
criticism: the slow 
pace; the unwieldy and 
unyielding story that 
takes the phrase ‘round 
the houses’ and spins it 
out of control; the fact 
that by the time the 
lights come up you’re 
not really any wiser 
than you were come the 
lights going down - but 
there is much to love 
about the film. 

Anderson’s films 
have always taken a 
skewed look at society, 
from Boogie Nights’ 
dark underbelly of the 
adult film industry, to 


There Will Be Blood’s 
searing study of a man 
driven by greed and 
guilt, and Vice, though 
not written by him, also 
fits this template. 

It’s ostensibly a 
potboiler, a detective 
story viewed through 
the prism of the 
counter-culture of 
1970, but look closer 
and you'll see the same 
fault lines you see in 
the aforementioned 
Boogie Nights', 
everything is groovy on 
the surface until you 
dig deeper and then it’s 
going one way. 

It feels like a stoned 
Chinatown, the film 
having the look of the 
sun-kissed noirs that 
popped up in the 
decade it is set, but the 
wry humour that runs 
throughout the film 
makes it feel like a 
natural bedfellow to 
Robert Altman’s 
attempt to take on a 
literary giant in 1973’s 
The Long Goodbye. 

Altman battled

Chandler where 
Anderson is battling 
Pynchon (not the first 
time Anderson has 
found himself in the 
same vaunted breath as 
Altman). 

To even take a stab 
at adapting Pynchon 
for the screen is a bold 
one, but one he doesn’t 
make a bad fist of; he 


uses voiceover to try 
and hold things 
together (though often 
the voiceover misleads 
as much as what you 
see on screen), and 
languidly takes you 
through the episodic 
structure of the story, 
again even if the source 
material seems 
determined to keep you 
one step behind. 

The cast is 
incredible, with 
Joaquin Phoenix’s 
bumbling Doc a 
wonderful creation, 
part private eye, part 
cartoon character, and 
one Phoenix essays 
with style and subtlety. 

It’s a performance 
that needs to be pitched 
right - play it too 
comedically and you 
lose the drama, play it 
too seriously and you 
risk missing out on the 
knowing element of the 
character, but it’s a line 
Phoenix treads with 
ease. 

Josh Brolin is a 
perfect foil for him. 


playing flat-topped 
detective Bigfoot with 
all the disdain and 
hatred such a character 
would have for a 
character like Doc. 

Straight-faced 
though not without 
humorous 

embellishment (Bigfoot 
is a member of the 
Screen Actor’s Guild, 
and has bit parts in 
various TV shows and 
commercials), Brolin is 
the perfect fit for the 
character and hits the 
right notes. 

The likes of 
Katherine Waterstone, 
Joanna Newsome, 
Benicio Del Toro and 
Owen Wilson (to only 
name four) shine in a 
starry ensemble that is 
very Altman-esque. 

As touched upon, the 
true pleasure in 
Inherent Vice is not 
getting too caught up in 
proceedings; you can 
engage in it, but 
attempting to dig 
deeper and see what 
lies under the surface 


will only leave you 
feeling shortchanged. 

Try to keep up with 
it and you’ll become 
frustrated and annoyed; 
allow it to wash over 
you and you’ll be more 
than entertained. 

VERDICT -As 
likely to satisfy as it is 
to frustrate. Inherent 
Vice works if you don’t 
find yourself thinking 
too hard about it. This 
may seem an odd thing 
to say, but logic here 
doesn’t come top of the 
list of priorities. 
Instead, Paul Thomas 
Anderson guides his 
superb cast though 
Thomas Pynchon’s 
minefield with style 
and humour. 
Recommended.

Scaglioni of Sully and Lavernock Community Council had failed to 
comply with Paragraphs 4(b) and 6(1 )(a) of the Community Council’s 
Code of Conduct for Members. 

The allegations were found to be proven by the Standards 
Committee, who determined that Councillor Scaglioni be suspended 
from being a Member of Sully and Lavernock Community Council for 
a period of six months. 

In accordance with the provisions of Paragraph 10 of the Local 
Government Investigations (Functions of Monitoring Officers and 
Standards Committees) (Wales) Regulations 2001, Community 
Councillor Scaglioni appealed to the Adjudication Panel for Wales 
against the decision of the Standards Committee. 

The Appeal was considered by a Tribunal of the Adjudication Panel 
for Wales on 22nd January 2015. 

The Appeal Tribunal decided to overturn the determination of the Vale 
of Glamorgan Council’s Standards Committee that Community 
Council Scaglioni had breached the Sully and Lavernock Community 
Council’s Code of Conduct, and the sanction imposed by the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council’s Standards Committee was rescinded.

PEPPERS 

Serves two. 

(This dish works 
equally well if you use 
salmon or haddock). Use 
a tender fillet of cod. If 
the fish has the skin on, 
ask the fishmonger to 
skin it for you. 

When making the 
mashed potato, I use 
floury potatoes - ideal 
for mashing. 

Prep time: 15 minutes 

Cooking time: 10 
minutes. 

Ingredients: 

200g fresh raw cod 
fillet, skinned and 
flaked. 

8-10 fresh basil 
leaves, torn. 

1 garlic clove, peeled 
and chopped. 

lOml olive oil. 

lemon juice. 


lOOg hot mashed 
potatoes. 

20ml double cream. 

15g unsalted butter. 

l/2tsp freshly grated 
nutmeg. 

1 red pepper, stalk 
removed, halved and 
deseeded. 

1 bay leaf. 

2 sprigs fresh thyme, 
stalks removed. 

Salt and freshly 
ground black pepper. 

Pinch caster sugar. 

2tbsp water. 

2 slices Cheddar 
cheese. 

Pinch paprika. 

To serve: 1 baguette. 

Preheat the oven to 
200C/fan 180C/Gas 4. In 
a pestle and mortar, 
pound together the cod, 
basil, garlic, one 
teaspoon of the olive oil 
and a dash of lemon juice 
until it forms a paste. 
Alternatively, blitz in a 
blender or food 
processor. 

Turn into a bowl and 
add the hot mashed 
potatoes, cream, butter 
and nutmeg. Beat to 
combine and set aside. 

Heat the remaining 
olive oil in an ovenproof 
frying pan with a lid, and 
when very hot, add the 
red pepper, together with 
the bay leaf, thyme, 
seasoning and sugar. 

Once the peppers have 
slightly browned, after 3- 
4 minutes, add the water 
to create steam. Cover 
immediately with a lid 
and put straight into the 
preheated oven for two 
minutes. 

Remove from the oven 
and fill each pepper half 
with the fish paste. Cover 
with a thin slice of cheese 
and sprinkle with 
paprika. 

Return to the hot oven 
and bake for a further 12 
minutes. Preheat the grill 
until hot. Cut the 
baguette in half 


lengthways and toast 
under the preheated grill 
until golden brown. 

Serve the peppers with 
the toasted baguette. 

ICED WHITE 
CHOCOLATE 
WITHWHISKY 

Serves 6-12 (so there’s 
plenty left over for other 
romantic occasions!). 

Prep time: 5 minutes. 

Chill time: one hour. 

Ingredients: 

200g white chocolate. 

20ml whisky, chilled. 

180ml double cream, 
chilled. 

Break the chocolate 
into very small pieces. 
Put a non-stick saucepan 
on a low heat until just 
warm. Remove from the 
heat. 

Add the white 
chocolate and stir with a 
wooden spoon so that the 
chocolate melts very 
slowly. 

Add the whisky and 
double cream straight 
from the fridge. 

Continue stirring until 
slight ribbons form. 

Pour into an ice-cube 
tray or ice-lolly moulds 
and freeze for at least one 
hour.

Y our readers 
will be aware 
that the 

road from Ewenny 
to St Brides Major 
is to be closed for 
five months for a 
railway bridge to be 
replaced. 

The result will be that 
all traffic from Wick, St 
Brides and beyond into 
and from Bridgend will 
have to take the coast 
road through 
Southemdown and 
Ogmore by Sea. 

In the 32 years that I 
have lived in Ogmore, 
the road into Bridgend 
has been closed on many 
occasions, often on the 
bend where the road 
goes off to Norton and 
Heol y Mynndd. 

There is clearly a 
likelihood of more 
accidents and closures as 
a result of the increased 
traffic. 

There has been no 
consideration 


whatsoever of the effect 
on the access for 
emergency vehicles 
should the road through 
Ogmore be closed. 

Perhaps the Vale 
Council, who agreed to 
this road closure, could 
advise (but doubt if they 


will) on the route from 
and into Bridgend, 
should the route out of 
Ogmore be closed, and 
the expected time for 
arrival of an ambulance 
or fire engine. 

Having checked the 
alternative routes, it 


would appear to be at 
best 40-45 minutes, 
which could well lead to 
fatalities amongst our 
elderly village 
population.

IS THIS EXTRA HOUSING 
IN THE VALE NECESSARY?’ 


I N recent months, there has 
been an energetic debate in 
The GEM about housing 
locations in the Vale, whether 
more housing should be built 
in rural locations, in or 
around existing towns, or even 
whole new towns. 

However, these debates have 
ignored the first question - is this 
housing necessary? 

The Vale of Glamorgan Local 
Development Plan that proposes these 
developments - and which I and other 
Plaid (?ymru councillors have 
consistently voted against in council - 
demands 9,900 new dwellings in the 
Vale. 

But Welsh Government housing 


projections, published in February last 
year, say we only need 5,600. 

Taking into account small scale 
housing and major developments like 
the Waterfront in Barry, the Vale 
Council has already given enough 
planning permission to meet our 
actual housing need until past 2026. 

We should ask ourselves who is 
benefiting from this over¬ 
development? 

If those who want to merge Cardiff 
with the Vale get their way, we will be 
in a very different position again. 

After all, where will Cardiff 
Council want to build their houses 
other than on Vale greenfield sites?

So it was in that year 
that the driver and 
myself were waiting at 
Canton relief sidings to 
work a coal train to 
Bristol. 

It arrived, at the head 
the once proud 4082 
Windsor Castle, now 
deprived of its name and 
number which was 
chalked on the cab side, 
the copper and brass 
now faded, the green 
paint cracked and rusty. 

Steam seemed to leak 
from every orifice. 
Reduced to running on 
slow lines, we arrived in 
Bristol five hours later. 

We left the engine at 
Bristol Bath Road loco 
shed, a rough riding, 
poor steaming, but once 
pristine royal 
locomotive.

John Llewellyn, and under the heading ‘Llewellyn 
Lands 20-1 Winner’, reads ‘''Proud Prince, ridden 
by Welsh champion jockey John Llewellyn, landed 
a division of the Heygate Gold Cup Open race in 
commanding style at the North Hereford Hunt 
Point-To-Point.” 

Proud Prince, a 20-1 outsider, scored by 10 
lengths from the favourite Spartan Scot and 
Llewellyn was looking round for non existent 
dangers on the run-in. 

Owner Gordon Lewis, a near neighbour of 
Llewellyn, said in the paddock after the race that 
he was “surprised at the result.” Sadly, Gordon 
died a year or two ago. 

Proud Prince went on to win the men’s open at 
the Glamorgan at St Hilary that year and 
Llewellyn also won the members’ race there on 
Majer Gerard. I recall that the horse should really 
have been named Major Gerard but owing to a 
typo, the horse ended up with that name! The 
heading for a press cutting dated April 13, 1981 
reads: “Fitz has 25th Win In Style”; And this is 
what I had to say: “Rose Harry’s 15-year-old Fitz 
chalked up his 25th point-to-point success when 
landing the adjacent event at the Glamorgan Hunt 
Steeplechases. Fitz, who has also won two hunter 
chases under Rules, finished 22 lengths clear of 
Ballydamus 

Fitz, who was owned and trained by the late 
Mrs Rose Harry at Dinas Powys, was a handsome 
chestnut gelding who was also ridden during his 
long and esteemed racing career by John Llewellyn 
and Mike Williams. 

Under the heading ‘Another Thomas Winner’ 
dated May 5, 1981,1 reported: “Course inspector 
Jack Thomas saw his Cottage Chest land an easy 
win in the Barry Glazing Restricted Open race at 
the Pentyrch Hunt Steeplechases. Cottage Chest, 
who won by a distance from Dairibright, was 
ridden by Mr Thomas’s grandson John Thomas of 
St Athan. Like his grandfather and father, Jim 
Thomas, 19-year-old John was the third generation 
of the Thomas family to have ridden a winner at 
this meeting.” 

Jim’s grandsons, Tom and Evan David of 
Llanharan, are now carrying on the great tradition 


and between them they have both ridden many 
winners. 

Moving on to May 25, 1981 and ‘Rooney 
Lands Treble’, I reported: “Tim Rooney of 
Bassaleg landed a treble at the Ystrad Hunt 
Steeplechases at Llantwit Major with Ernie The 
Milk, Crosstown and Just Mac. Rooney who is 
challenging for the National Point-To-Point Riders’ 
Championship has equalled the Welsh record of 15 
wins in a season set by John Llewellyn last year. 
Now he is just two wins behind Ian McKie.” 

Sadly, an injury was to put Tim on the sidelines 
and his chance of winning the title vanished. 

On June 8, 1981, under the heading ‘Rooney’s 
Welsh Record’, I wrote: “A round trip of 320 miles 
paid off for Barry farmer Ted Williams when his 
Crosstown landed the men’s open race (Division 1) 
at the Exmoor Foxhounds Hunt Steeplechases. 

“Crosstown, who was brilliantly ridden by 
Bassaleg farrier Tim Rooney beat Grand National 
runner Sandwillam by a length, despite making a 
mistake at the third last fence and losing a shoe. 

“Crosstown, who was landing a five-timer, was 
made a 4/6 favourite and Mr Williams said: ‘The 
journey took us five hours but it was ah worth 
while for Crosstown’s win has given Rooney a new 
Welsh record of 16 wins in a season.’” 

There was another Welsh success at the meeting 
when Cardiff saddler John Ayres took the second 
division of the women’s open with his former 
hurdler Majetta Crescent. 

Ridden by Shan Morgan, Majetta Crescent 
running in a ladies’ race for the first time was 
backed from 20-1 to 10-1. 

Shan Morgan, who turned down a ride on 
Moonello, who finished fifth, said: “Majetta 
Crescent gave me a wonderful ride. He’s some 
horse.”

BACK PAGE COMMENT

I T’S the one rugby supporters on 
both sides of the Severn most look 
forward to as winter starts to loosen 
its grip - Wales versus England in the 
Six Nations - but the 126th clash 
between these two arch rivals, at the 
bizarre time of 8.05pm in Cardiff 
tomorrow night, has more than national 
pride at stake. 

For this just happens to be Rugby World 
Cup year and the two are drawn to meet in 
Pool D of the global knockout tournament 
at Twickenham on September 26 - which 
could see one of them make an unwelcome 
early exit. 

Both will aim to use the Millennium 
Stadium face-off, not only to launch their 
bid for the coveted Six Nations title, but also 
to implant early doubts in the minds of their 
opponents - and complete a morale-boosting 
psychological ‘double’ long before the RWC 
tournament kicks off. 

Both sides also know full well the scale of 
the challenge facing them. After all, in a 
seesaw 125 years since February 19, 

1881 (when England defeated a cobbled 
together Welsh XV 30-0), the Dragon has 
triumphed 56 times and amassed a total of 
1,450 points; while the Rose has blossomed 
57 times, and totalled 1,640 points - with 12 
matches drawn. 

After the initial setback, the early years 
were dominated by Wales’ first golden era, 
and subsequently the ’70s ‘super side’ 
reigned supreme, when Doctor JPR (he of 
the headband, sideburns and rolled down 
socks!) was the scourge of Twickenham). 

Things began to take an ominous turn in 
the ’80s, and the Welsh Dark Ages of the 
’90s finally saw the pendulum swing to all- 
powerful England, who won 16 games to 
Wales’ two between 1990-2004. The 
stranglehold was briefly broken with the 
first Welsh Grand Slam of the modern era 
in 2005 under Mike Ruddock, who was 


succeeded by Gareth Jenkins - which two 
years later, saw a mix-and-match Welsh 
team blown apart (62-5 ) at Twickenham, 
just weeks before setting off to the Rugby 
World Cup in France. 

There they suffered the even more public 
ignominy of an early flight home after being 
unwisely sucked into a Barbarians-like try 
fest by so-called international minnows, Fiji. 

It saw the peremptory dismissal of Jenkins 
and his replacement by current coach. Kiwi 
Warren Gatland, who made an immediate 
impact with a shock win (26-19) at fortress 
Twickenham, launching the first of two 
more Grand Slams - in 2008 and 2012. 

He and his coaching team have since 
cemented the rebirth of Welsh rugby, albeit 
in a major shift from traditional, off-the-cuff 
Welsh play to the more hard-nosed, 
confrontational style favoured in this 
ruthlessly professional era. 

In boxing terms, it is more akin to Rocky 
Marciano than stylish Joe Erskine! 

This was shown to devastating effect in the 
corresponding fixture two years ago, when 
high-flying England came to Cardiff hunting 
a Grand Slam and were crushed 30-3, amid 
unprecedented scenes in a white-hot 
Millennium Stadium, Wales wresting the 
championship from their stunned grasp. 

The boot was on the other foot in this 
topsy-turvy tale of two cities at Twickenham 
last year, when the men in white had their 
revenge in a 29-18 victory that this time 
deprived Wales of the title! 

On Wednesday, canny Gatland completely 
wrong-footed the English camp (and the 
entire sporting media) with a neat sidestep 
more reminiscent of the great Phil Bennett 
himself than an ex member of the front row 
union, by suddenly announcing his team 


sheet on Monday, a full 48 hours earlier 
than expected. 

Shrugging off any suggestion that he was 
playing one of his famous mind games, he 
merely said: “Wc decided to name the team 
early to give the players the best possible 
chance of preparation."*^ 

Explaining why he had reverted to his 
tried and tested line-up by recalling ‘exiles’ 
George North and Richard Hibbard, he 
admitted: was a tough call on the two 

changes we have made to the side that beat 
South Africa 12-6 in the autumn (the in-form 
Scarlets^ full back, Liam Williams and 
Ospreys hooker Scott Baldwin) but ifs good to 
have these and other tough selection decisions 
and iPs a strong position to be in. 

‘WVe are excited about kicking off on Friday 
against a strong England side in front of a 
packed Millennium Stadium, he added 
without a hint of irony, given that the 
injury-hit England camp are shorn of a 
dozen front rank players, while for once 
Wales will be fielding his preferred line-up. 

Thus the scene appears to be set for a 
repeat of that memorable 2013 triumph, 
with the Welsh shock troops 
again poised to overwhelm their depleted 
rivals from over the border with another 
powerhouse display - and surmount the first 
hurdle to a possible fourth Grand Slam, 
which would set them up very nicely to 
pursue Gatland’s fixed goal - and rugby’s 
‘holy grail’ - the Webb Ellis Cup. 

A heady scenario, but the wily campaigner 
knows only too well that it would be foolish 
to underestimate the formidable strength in 
depth of opponents, who, despite an 
alarming injury list that would decimate 
Wales were the situation reversed, are still 
capable of overcoming the odds against 


them. Always provided, of course, they can 
overcome the paralysing effect of a mind- 
numbing, hostile Millennium Stadium in 
full voice, which undid them two years ago. 

In the circumstances, how the two teams 
have prepared, for what both accept is an 
encounter of huge psychological importance, 
could be crucial to the outcome. 

Curiously, and with one eye on the World 
Cup campaign, the Welsh coaches appear to 
have needed to concentrate on improving 
the players’ physical fitness - which in a 
professional age should surely be taken as 
read? 

That this is deemed necessary, puts a 
question mark over the four professional 
Regions, in particular, and may go some way 
to explaining their continued lack of success 
at the highest levels in Europe. 

The English, on the other hand, though 
without many of their first choice players, 
have no such concerns, for the replacements 
come buoyant and match-hardened from 
more successful battles in Europe. 

Even so, Wales know they will never have a 
better opportunity to down the old enemy. All 
in all, it promises to be another enthralling 
occasion for the Millennium Stadium 
faithful!
